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The amendment of Claim 1 to include the second "wherein" clause could overcome the 102(a) rejection over Pavlinkova because 
Pavlinkova does not teach an enzyme/substrate interaction. 

The amendment of Claims 1, 20, 21 raises new grounds for rejection under 1 12, 2nd paragraph. 
Under 112, 2nd paragraph: 

a) it is not clear how the enzyme relates to the "amino acid sequence" in the linker and the labeling substance. Is the amino acid sequence 
or the enzyme capable of binding the labeling substance to the linker? What is the realtionship between the polypeptide of the first 
"wherein" clause and the "amino acid sequence" of the second "wherein" clause. 

Further, it is unclear how the structure of the antibody in Claim 1 relates to the structure of the antibody in Claim 5, for example, where the 
labeling substance is incorporated into the linker itself. Claim 1 only requires binding of the labeling substance to a polypeptide or an amino 
acid sequence, but now in Claim 5, the labeling substance is actually a physical part of the linker. 

b) the recitation "the linker part of the antibody" in the first "wherein" clause of Claim 1 lacks antecedent basis. 

The amendment of Claims 1, 20 and 21 raises new grounds for rejection under 112, 1st paragraph because the specification does not 
support the infinite scope of antibodies for an "amino acid sequence that can be recognized by an enzyme that is capable of binding the 
labeling substance to the linker." 
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
